Presenting A New View Of FC 


When the students and faculty: mem- 
bers walked through the doors on Au- 
gust 22, 1991, everyone had “A New 
View.” With three new principals and 
a new school-based council, who 
didn’t expect some changes to be 
made? Some of the small, but notice- 
able changes are that students are on 
time to school, that the halls, foyers, 
and restrooms are cleaner, that vend- 
ing machines and a variety of games 
are available to the students at desig- 
nated times of the day, and that stu- 
dents seem to be staying “in” for 
lunch. With a variety of new activi- 
ties, school spirit seems to be at an all- 
time high. It seems that students as 
well as faculty have “A New View” of 
FC. 


Part of this new view comes not only 
from newly available activities, but 
also from the enforcement of previ- 


ously existing rules. Though some ar- 
gued that the rules made the school a 
prison, others found them fair and 
needed. A listing of these “new” old 
rules are as follows: 

RULE 1: NO PUBLIC DISPLAY OF 
AFFECTION (Also known as PDA): 
Students in violation were asked by 
observant teachers to move away from 
one another and to save their affection 
for a more appropriate place. 

RULE 2: THE HALL PASS: Students 
in the hall had to have a hall permit 
issued by a teacher. Hall permits were 
necessary for going to the restroom, 
getting a drink, using the phone or 
walking in the hall during class time. 
RULE 3: POTTY PATROL: Teachers 
monitored the restrooms between 
classes to check for students who were 
smoking. During lunch, a matron sat 
in the ladies’ restroom in the back 
foyer to look for suspicious activities. 


RULE 4: PARKING SPACES: After 
obtaining an approved application for 
a parking permit, students were as- 
signed numbered parking spaces this 
year. Faculty also had parking per- 
mits. Students and faculty in violation 
had their cars towed. 

RULE 5: NO POSSESSION OR USE 
OF TOBACCO PRODUCTS ON 
SCHOOL GROUNDS: Students in 
violation were given one day of Satur- 
day School on their first offense and 
three days of Saturday School for their 
second offense. Further offenses were 
given stiffer penalties such as in- 
school Time-Out time. 


With our face lift and the enforcement 
of these rules, Franklin County’s fac- 
ulty, students, and community have 
seen “A New View” of good old FCHS 
— a view that encourages loyalty and 
school spirit once again.

‘Our Town” | 


Frankfort is the capital of Kentucky, 
and it is also home of the Franklin 
County Flyers. Since it is a small 
town, some people take Frankfort for 
granted. However, if one looks at 
Frankfort with a “New View,” one can 
see the town with renewed beauty and 
excitement. 


As the capital city, Frankfort revolves 
around the state government and the 
Governor. One of the most common 
scenes around Frankfort is the Gover- 
nor’s helicopter landing on the lawn 
of the Capitol to pick up Kentucky’s 
current Governor. 1991 marked an 
election year, and Frankfort watched 
as former Governor Wallace Wilkin- 
son relinquished his office to Lieuten- 
ant Governor Brereton Jones. Many 
students looked forward to Jones’s in- 
auguration on December 10, 1991, 


since they were released from school 
to participate in and to observe the 
inaugural parade. Another one of 
Frankfort’s assets is its beautiful scen- 
ery and its abundance of horse farms 
around the county. Horse farming is 
one of Frankfort’s biggest industries, 
since the city lies close to two major 
racetracks — Keeneland and Chur- 
chill Downs. 


Frankfort also gains much economi- 
cally from its tourism. Many families 
and school children across the state 
visit Frankfort to view its historical 
landmarks and its government build- 
ings. Frankfort natives feel great pride 
for their city. Not only is it Ken- 
tucky’s capital, but it is also a scenic 
and historical city filled with beauty, 
education, and excitement for those 
who stop to take a “New View.”

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The 1992 school year was one to re- 
member not just here, but all around 
the world. From a political, enter- 
tainment, and sports viewpoint, the 
past year was one that will be re- 
membered long after the Senior 
Class is gone. 


The Union of Soviet Socialist Re- 
public, the U.S.S.R., was officially 
dissolved in a chain of events set off 
by an unsuccessful protest led by the 
Russian people and Russian presi- 
dent Boris Yeltsin. This coup ended 
Communist rule and by January 1, 
1992, the U.S.S.R. was no more. 


During the war in Iraq, Saddam 
Hussein’s armies ignited hundreds 
of Kuwaiti oil wells. The smoke 
from these oil wells swept south 
from Kuwait to the Arabian Sea, 
equal to the distance from Manhat- 
tan, New York, to the tip of Florida. 
Although the war was fairly short,

Exasperating Killer Courses

weeks. Hard classes, or “killer” 
courses, really cause panic around re- 
port card time. These are the classes in 
which you never really know your 
status until you see that final grade. 
Each student may have trouble with 
different subjects; however, all agree 
that there are some “killers”.

The Lady Flyers, however, 
lost to Woodford County 
71-47 in the district final 
game.

In 
what was supposed to be a 
40-point blow-out, the 
Lady Flyers turned it into a 
68-52 game.

The Flyer baseball team 
found themselves facing 
the toughest baseball 
schedule in four years in 
the 1992 season. Before the 
games began, the hard 
practices started, and ev- 
eryone came out to show 
what they had.

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Calculating The Future 


Using Cooperative Learning 


“Every student can learn 
mathematics,” quotes Mrs. 
Casey, head of the Franklin 
County Math Department, 
to all the students of our 
school. The refined teach- 
ing ability here at F.C. al- 
lows for the teachers to 
show the students how to 
work problems on a more 
individualized basis. Class- 
es are moving towards 
placing students in groups 
and allowing them to work 
with other students in or- 
der to solve problems. This 
cooperative learning gives 
way for teachers to answer 
all questions that other 
students cannot. 


The Math Department 
consists of eight teachers 
— Ruth Casey, Kerry Ca- 
sey, Nancy Finney, Susan 
Martinson, Karen Perry, 
Laura Sell, Ben Zimmer- 
man, and new addition this 
year, Lara Mason. All of 
these teachers are very spe- 
cialized and they teach in 
their preferred area. Class- 
es at F.C. include Basic In- 
tegrated Math I, II, and III, 
Pre-Algebra, Algebra I and 
II, Basic and Advanced Ge- 
ometry, Pre-Calculus, 
Computer Programming, 
and Calculus AP. 


In Mrs. Casey's opinion, 
the use of more advanced 
calculators in all classes 
will bring the understand- 
ing in math to a higher lev- 
el. The TI-81 Graphing 
Calculators, which are con- 
stantly in use in the Pre- 
Calculus and Calculus 
classes, provide a vast mar- 
gin of help with the stan- 
dard work performed in 
those classes. The integra- 
tion of the TI-81 into the 
Algebra I class is working 
to give the students a pre- 
cise visual picture of 
gtaphs which could only 
be drawn in one’s mind. It 
allows the students to see 
what lies ahead for them if 
they continue on the field 
of mathematics and com- 
plete Geometry and Alge- 
bra II in order to move into 
Pre-Calculus as a senior. 


The F.C.H.S. Math Depart- 
ment is striving to bring 
modern technology into 
the classroom for students, 
giving students an interest 
of math and an under- 
standing in the subject as 
well.

The Vocational Depart- 
ment at Franklin County 
gives students hands-on 
training and practical 
knowledge in home eco- 
nomics, industrial arts, and 
vocational agriculture. Stu- 
dents enjoy these courses 
as a break from the regular 
classroom and get a chance 
to learn skills that will 
help them in the future. 


The Home Economics De- 
partment, headed by Mrs. 
Sue Toncray, offers classes 
in child care services, food 
prep and management, cre- 
ative foods, contemporary 
issues, comprehensive 
home economics, and 
clothing and fashion de- 
sign. Mrs. Toncray, along 
with Mrs. Susan Stivers, 
tries to enhance students’ 
decision making skills, 
build their self-esteem, and 
develop life skills. Mrs. 
Toncray said, “Home eco- 
nomics is the only educa- 
tion program which ad- 
dresses the total concept of 
family life.” She and Mrs.

The Community Based 
Education Department as- 
sists those students who 
need special help in certain 
aspects of school.

Volume 34 of the Franklin County 
High School Flyer was printed by Jos- 
ten’s Yearbook company in Clarks- 
ville, TN. Printing was done by offset 
lithography process. The paper stock 
is Glossy 191. The endsheet stock is 
Snow 280 with Navy 540 overprint. 
The cover was custom stamped using 
Basin 517. The lettering is Silver Foil 
381 and Gray 356. The cover was 
printed at the Josten’s plant in Tope- 
ka, Kansas. Black and white pictures 
were printed and processed by Capital 
Camera at Brighton Park, Frankfort, 
KY. Senior pictures were provided by 
various photographers, and under- 
class pictures were provided by Geor- 
gian Studios of Lexington, KY. The 
body type is set in 10 pt. Palatino, the 
caption copy is 8 pt. Palatino, and the 
headline type is set in 24 pt. Palatino. 
The 1992 FLYER had a press run of 
400 copies. They were sold at $26.00 
each, $28.00 with name imprinted, in 
November 1991 and February 1992.
